Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1958 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea. 


Dear  Sir,  or  Madam, 

I beg  to  submit  ny  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1958. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  do  not  call  for  special  comment.  The  causes 
of  death  are  mainly  attributable  to  malignant  disease,  apoplexy  and  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low,  the  majority  of  the  cases  notified 
being  due  to  measles.  One  case  of  poliomyelitis  (non-Ps.rfQ.ytic)  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

Rainfall. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  26. 65  inches  the  average  over  the  past  ten 
years  being  23.47  inches.  Rain  fell  on  204  days;  February  was  the  wettest  month 
with  3.87  inches  and  Novemeber  the  driest  with  0.62  inches.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water 


Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  by 
the  Council.  The  consumption  during  1958  was  70,316,000  gallons,  an  amount  which 
is  equivalent  to  35»4  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  220*  of  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  by  private  enterprise 
to  serve  new  housing  development,  otherwise  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  town.  The  sewage  discharges  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea. 

On  several  occasions  depending  upon  the  state  of  the  tide  at  times  of  heavy 
rainfall,  flooding  has  occurred  at  the  Last gate  Cross  Road  due  to  overloading  of 
the  sewers  at  this  point.  As  more  houses  are  built  in  the  area  such  floodings  will 
become  more  frequent. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  no w working  to  full  capacity,  owing  to  the 
progress  in  housing  development  and  the  increase  in  population  on  the  caravan  sites 
during  the  summer  months.  The  provision  of  an  additional  refuse  collection  vehicle 
and  possibly  improved  facilities  for  refuse  disposal  at  the  incinerator  will 
inevitably  require  consideration  in  the  near  future. 

The  salvage  of  baled  paper  and  tins  has  continued  but  there  has  been  an 
appreciable  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  these  materials.

Whilst  most  of  the  sites  are  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  sanitation 
and  amenities,  in  others  considerable  improvement  is  still  desirable. 

The  Council  again  provided  camping  facilities  behind  the  South  Promenade 
for  a period  of  28  days  only,  comparatively  few  campers  taking  advantage  of  the 
site.  A water  supply  and  dustbins  were  provided  and  toilet  facilities  were 
available  at  the  Boating  Lake  Shelter  nearby. 

Plans  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  a permanent  caravan  camping  site  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Council  at  the  North  Cliff.

Meat  Inspection 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  two  of  them  dealing 
with  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  meat  consumed  locally  and  the  third  concerned 
entirely  with  meat  intended  for  consumption  outside  the  area.  The  latter  premises 
are  responsible  for  the  majority  of  the  work  of  meat  inspection. 

The  Government  continues  to  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  inspecting  meat 
for  consumption  outside  the  district.

Tuberculosis 


The  register  now  comprises  24  cases,  of  which  11  are  males  and  13  females. 
All  are  cases  of  pulmonary  disease.  Two  cases  have  been  added  to  the  register 
during  the  year  and  there  have  been  no  deaths. 

The  chest  physician  attends  a clinic  held  monthly  at  the  Hornsea  Cottage 
Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  local  cases  of  the  disease.
